A pioneer Indian resident of 
Palm Springs and a fam iliar vil­ 
lage character, Ramon Manuel, 
better known as "Old Ramon,” 
passed away here early last S at­ 
urday evening, July 11, in his 
sleep. He had been in ill health 
for m any years, and was 58 years 
old at the tim e of his death. 
A friend had driven Ramon to 
B anning earlier in the day so the 
distinguished looking old Indian 
could have som e dental w o r k 
done. When they returned that 
evening, Ram on was tired from 
th e trip and w ent to sleep in the 
car. A heart attack came while 
he was asleep,, and Ramon’s spir­ 
it crept quietly away to the hap­ 
py hunting grounds. Death came 
a t about eight o’clock. 
Colorful Figure 


A full-blooded Indian, old Ra­ 
m on was a colorful figure with 
his 10-gallon Stetson 
h at 
and 
cane, looking like a part of the 
rom antic old West. 
The son of M anuel Dias, who 
planted the old vineyard behind 
the Indian bath house, 
Ramon 
M anuel was born in Palm S p rin g s( 
in 1884. In those days pure-blood-1 
ed Indians had only one given 
nam e, the first name, and thus 
it was that 'R am on did not have 
th e sam e last nam e as his father. 
His father had only assumed the 
last nam e of Dias because 
he 
liked it, his real blood nam e be­ 
ing that of M anuel. 
A ttending 
elem entary 
school 
here and the St. Boniface Indian 
School at Banning, Ramon spent 
his entire life in Palm Springs. 
In his younger years before he 
w as overtaken by ill health, he 
w orked for the late P. T. Stev­ 
ens and also for Mrs. Nellie Coff­ 
m an. Back in the ’20s R a m o n 
m anaged the Indian bath house. 


On Tribal Committee 
A large m an and one of the 
real pioneer Indians of the Agua 
C aliente group, Ramon M anuel 
represented 
th e 
local 
Indians 
m any times in 
correspondence 
w ith W ashington, and he served 
on th e tribal com m ittee a t va­ 
rious times. H e spoke very good 
English. 
H is property, sometimes 
re­ 
ferred to as the Ramon Camp, is 
located just south of 
A ndreas 
Road behind the Palm Springs 
Produce Co. 
A 
large num ber of Indians 
from 
surrounding 
reservations 
cam e here for th e custom ary na­ 
tive 
Indian 
cerem onial 
wake 
M onday night and for the church 
funeral early the next morning. 
N ative rituals and chants w ent 
on all Monday night in the trib e’s 
cerem onial house. 
A num ber of w hite friends of 
the old Indian also attended the 
funeral services a t 8:30 Tuesday 
m orning in the little Indian C ath­ 
olic church on the reservation.

A lot has been said about the 
im mense size of the new T or­ 
ney 
Army General Hospital, 
now in course of construction 
in Palm Springs; and the pro 
and con views of its ultim ate 
effect on the comm unity have 
oft been discussed. 
But just 
what the huge project actually 
means right now to this city in 
a concrete business may was 
revealed this week by J. A. 
Wallace, 
superintendent 
here 
for the J. & B. Construction 
Co. of Los Angeles. 


600 WORKMEN 


According to Wallace, the civi­ 
lian payroll on the hospital con­ 
struction job, which includes the 
payrolls of the J. & B. company 
and 
several 
sub-contractors, 
am ounts to more than $25,000 per 
week in the aggregate. This alone 
is considered a large payroll for 
a small city the size of 
P a l m 
Springs, and it doesn't include 
the pay of officers, enlisted men, 
nurses, gardeners and others at 
the hospital who are on 
the 
arm y's payroll. The J. & B. Con­ 
struction company alone now em ­ 
ploys some 600 workm en on the 
project. 
Beds Moved In 


Outside the inform ation con­ 
cerning the m agnitude of 
the 
payroll, there was little o t h e r 
news of im portance from

hospital this week. The few other 
bits of news w ere as follows:

Needed by Navy 


The “Eyes of the F leet” have 
been strengthened to the extent 
of 1,654 binoculars loaned to the 
U. S. Navy by patriotic citizens, 
the Navy D epartm ent announced 
today. 


California, w ith 287 binoculars 
accepted, w as second only to New 
York with 381, in the num ber of 
privately-ow ned glasses now 
on 
duty with officers and m en of 
the Fleet. 


The binoculars w ere 
selected 
from am ong 6,000 w hich 
have 
poured into th e Naval O bserva­ 
tory, W ashington, D. C., in the 
four and one-half m onths since 
Secretary 
of 
the Navy Frank 
Knox appealed to binocular ow n­ 
ers to loan th em to the N avy for 
use in the w a r effort. 


The supply of binoculars, how ­ 
ever, is still far below the needs 
of A m erica's expanding 
Naval 
forces. The lack of facilities and 
personnel necessary for the m an­ 
ufacture of precision instrum ents 
has virtually stopped binocular 
m anufacture. 


The Navy has designed 
two 
types—6x30 an d 7x50 sizes m an­ 
ufactured by either 
Zeiss 
or 
Bausch & Lom b—as being 
the 
most acceptable 
ebcause 
their 
large objective openings facili­ 
tate sea and a ir vision. 


Persons desiring to lend such 
binoculars to the N avy for the 
duration are requested to pack 
them carefully and ship them to 
the Naval O bservatory, w ith an 
identification 
tag, 
bearing 
the 
name and address of the sender, 
fastened securely on each in stru ­ 
ment. 
Owners of binoculars not m eet­ 
ing the requirem ents should ad­ 
dress a lette r to the O bservatory, 
giving a com plete description of 
the instrum ent in case the need 
for additional glasses outw eighs 
the present restrictions. 
All binoculars reecived are en­ 
graved w ith the donor’s 
name 
and im m ediately issued to Naval 
vessels, w ith a request th at the 
comm anding officer inform don­ 
ors of the nam e of th e ships to 
which the instrum ents have beeh 
assigned.

THE LUNG IRRITANTS 


B y DR. WARD L. MOULD 
Medical G a s Officer, U. S. Office of Civilian Defense 


(This is another in a series of six articles about w ar gases, their 
characteristics, and m easures the civilian can take to protect him ­ 
self against gas injury.) 


Most of the known lung irritant gases are “non- 
persistent”— that is, they are quickly diluted by 
air to such an extent that they are incapable of 
causing injury. 
Chlorine, which has a pungent 
odor; phosgene, which smells like fresh cut hay; 
and chlorpicrin, which has a sweetish odor like fly 
paper, compose this group. 
Of the non-persistent gases the one most like­ 
ly to be used is phosgene. A moderate amount of 
phosgene in the area will cause a “catching of the 
breath” and a sense of tightness in the chest. Oth­ 
er than this momentary discomfort, the individual 
may have no symptoms for as long as twenty-four 
hours. If injury has been mild, there may be some 
increase in the breathing rate. The injured person 
becomes drowsy and may fall asleep, feeling re­ 
freshed on waking. 
He will probably experience 
some tightness in his chest and have a cough. 
With more serious injury, breathing becomes 
more difficult and a bluish color may creep over 
the face, first appearing about the lips. 
Lung irritants impair the ability of the lungs to 
absorb oxygen. To lessen the victim’s need for 
oxygen, he must be kept at absolute rest, and must 
remain in bed for twenty-four to forty-eight hours, 
even if no symptoms develop. 
If symptoms do develop, even those indicating 
only slight injury, the injured person must be cared 
for by a doctor. 
With proper rest and hospital care, complete 
recovery will occur in nearly all lung irritant cases. 
Research shows that, contrary to the current pub­ 
lic conception, those who recover from 
injuries 
caused by these gases are no more susceptible to 
pneumonia and tuberculosis than persons 
who 
have not been gassed. 
Tear gas and sneeze and vomiting gas are non- 
persistent, agents which may be classed as “Nuis­ 
ance Gases.” Symptoms appear quickly after ex­ 
posure. Tear gas causes smarting and watering ot 
the eyes. The individual should leave the affected 
area immediately, facing the wind and keeping the 
eyes open. Symptoms will quickly disappear. Eyes 
should not be rubbed or bandaged. 
Sneeze and vomiting gases cause considerable 
distress of a temporary nature. 
Following expo­ 
sure the nose should be washed out with a solu­ 
tion containing a teaspoonful of baking soda to a 
trlass of luke-warm water. This will neutralize the 
agent and reduce discomfort. 
If severely gassed 
with these types, a short period of bed rest is re­ 
quired.

The place of each of the various defense agencies in the defense 
program is clearly outlined by Major General W. C. Sweeney, com­ 
manding all military forces in California. Each has its own specific 
mission fo perform in a coordinated program of defense under the 
direction of the supreme military commander. Mr. Sweeney says. 


First comes the federal forces, 
Army and Navy, under the direc­ 
tion of their experienced leaders. 
They are responsible for the pros­ 
ecution of the w ar against the en­ 
emy. The arm y is the ruling force 
in all land operations and its de­ 
mands and requirem ents must be 
met. There must be no conflict 
in the operation of the m ilitary 
forces of the state w ith the oper­ 
ations conducted by the army. 


Second is the State G uard of 
California, consisting of an active 
and reserve force. The authorized 
active duty strength of the State 
Guard is 7,000 officers and enlist­ 
ed men. It is a full tim e active 
m ilitary 
force 
whose 
prim ary 
duty is the guarding of vital in­ 
stallations, thereby relieving the 
combat arm y from such duties 
and standing ready also to serve 
as may be required by the arm y 
in its m ilitary operations. 


The reserve has an authorized 
strength of approxim ately 14,000 
officers and enlisted m en. It may 
be called out in case of insurrec­ 
tion or invasion, and it is highly 
desirable that these reserve units 
be m aintained at full strength. 
These are located chiefly in m et­ 
ropolitan areas and cities 
and 
should constitute a center 
for 
m ilitary training for any who de­ 
sire to avail them selves of it.

emy th at may have arrived be­ 
hind the main defensive forces 
by parachute landings or other 
means. The prim ary mission is to 
cooperate with and be of assis­ 
tance to the civilian defense ag­ 
encies, the State G uard and the 
Army. 


The Civilian Defense Agencies, 
consisting of both active and aux­ 
iliary 
police 
forces, 
sheriff’s 
posses, firemen, block wardens 
and others, are established 
in 
m etropolitan areas, cities, towns 
and villages. Their prim ary dut­ 
ies are to preserve the peace, to 
prevent and extinguish fires, to 
control the conduct 
of 
people 
during blackout periods, to direct 
traffic, and to perform o t h e r 
duties for the defense of their 
comm unity.

O ur herds are now being sold 
because W ashington lacks und er­ 
standing, and perhaps leadership. 
It is necessary to think about 
governm ent incom es and expend­ 
itu res and taxes, for the future 
of California m ay well rest on 
these additions and subtractions. 
W hen Chief Justice M arshall 
said that the pow er to tax was 
the pow er to destroy, he gave us 
som ething to quote 
frequently, 
and think little m ore about. W hat 
he really said w as the “power to 
tax carries w ith it the power to 
em barrass 
and 
destroy.” 
The 
trouble with th is form of 
d e ­ 
struction is th a t it is not sudden. 
P earl H arbor w as sudden destruc­ 
tion, and aroused the nation to 
unbelievable action. Destruction 
by spending m ore than we take 
in is not sudden, bu t is also ef­ 
fective. 
The year before World w ar I 
the Federal G overnm ent took in 
billions dollars, and spent a

little less th an that. T he national 
debt was IV* billions. 
D uring th a t w ar w e increased 
our expenditures to a top of 18 
billions in one year, and the n a­ 
tional debt w ent to 25 % billions, 
y et one y ear after the Armistice 
we w ere again spending less than 
we took in, and the debt was go­ 
ing down. 
For eleven straight years w e 
took in m ore than we spent. The 
debt w ent dow n to 16 billions. 
Then the "depression" came. We 
started again to spend more than 
we received. Depressions usually 
last four o r five years. But for 
12 straight years, we have now 
spent more than we have taken 
in, for the “ordinary expenses of 
governm ent.” This is not for w ar 
costs, mind you, but for ordinary 
running expenses. 
W hen we reached a compara­ 
ble position to W orld War II; 
th at is, in 1941, we w ere taking 
in 7% billions, spending 12% bil­ 
lions, and th e national debt was 
49 billions. 
Compare this with 
expenditures of less th an 
one 
billion a year in 1916, and a debt 
of IV 4 billions. 
W e project, for the 
present 
year, a debt of 110 billions, of 
w hich 77 billions is already in­ 
curred. We talk of expenses of 
58 billions a year. 


I rise to rem ark th at I do not 
object to spending m oney to win 
this wrar. I do object to the apathy 
w ith which people accept 
the I 


idea that governm ents can con­ 
tinue year after y ea r to spend 
more than they tak e in. 
Total tax collections in Cali­ 
fornia for the year w hich began 
two weeks ago will be over 2 bil­ 
lions. This is about $300 per cap­ 
ita, roughly $1000 p er 
fam ily; 
about one-third the assessed val­ 
uation 
of the state, and about 
one-third of the incom es of its 
people. 
This condition is serious. Gov­ 
ernm ent m ust recognize th at fact. 
Expenses and services which we 
have come to accept as necessi­ 
ties, but w hich previous genera­ 
tions never even dream ed of as 
governm ent luxuries, m ust be ad­ 
justed to this w ar condition. 
We can have eith e r luxurious 
and extravagant governm ents in 
Sacram ento and in W ashington, 
or we can have a successfully 
concluded w ar and a safe, even 
if 
debt 
burdened 
future. 
We 
can’t have all these things, and 
retain 
representative 
govern­ 
ment.

Substantial Cut in 
County Taxes Predicted 
By Chairman of Board 


A reduction of at least 40 cents in the county basis tax rate was 
predicted this week by Chairman Ralph W. Stanfield of the county 
board of supervisors, as the board continued working w ith the 
budget. According to Mr. Stanfield, the cut may be more than lh ^ 
40 cents added last year, when the county was considering the pur-* 
chase of land for the munitions depot, which later wenl to San 
Bernardino county. 
The basis rate for last year was $2.22 per 
$100 of assessed valuation. 
If Mr. Stanfield is right, the basis rate 
for 1942-1943 will not be in excess of $1.82. 


Two causes for the decrease in* 
tax rate was noted by Stanfield. 
The first is the balance left from 
last year, including the $167,000 
budgeted for the purchase of the 
land for the munitions 
depot, 
which caused the 40-cent in­ 
crease last year. 
The second cause is the $3,300,­ 
000 increase in assessed valuation 
of property. Taking into consid­ 
eration the anticipated 10 percent 
tax delinquency, each one cent 
of tax rate will raise more than 
$8000 in revenue. 
The anticipated cut in the tax 
rate is based on the budget as it 
now stands and does not include 
any reductions in the budget, 
which the supervisors may make 
between now and when it is fin­ 
ally established in August. It is 
also based on the county's antici­ 
pated 10 percent tax delinquency 
although 
the 
delinquency 
has 
been under that percentage in 
recent years.

If expenditures of each of the 
local governments of Riverside 
county for the 1942-43 fiscal year 
were reduced an average of 10 
percent below the S8.171.655 total 
expenditures for 1940-41 
fiscal 
year, a saving of about $817,000 
would be made, says the Califor­ 
nia Taxpayers Association. 
Nearly a million dollars would 
be saved the taxpayers, which 
they could use to buy war stamps 
and bonds, or to help the Red 
Cross, UfcO, or China Relief. 
The county supervisors could 
cut the county 
tax 
rate 
25 
percent and stnl have sufficient 
revenue for county government 
expenses, for the county 
has 
a large surplus, $167.000 of which 
was created 
through 
a 40-cent 
tax to buy a site for an airplane 
repair depot, that was never pur­ 
chased. 
County indigent relief w e n t 
down 31 percent from last July 
to May 1 of this year, and more 
and more people who were re­ 
ceiving county relief now have 
jobs. Many others can be sup­ 
ported by members of their fam­ 
ilies who have fat defense jobs. 
It is imperative that every in­ 
dividual who can work should 
do so now to the limit of his abil­ 
ity and endurance. This war can 
only be won by hard work, fight­ 
ing and sacrifice. No one should 
be supported in idleness unless 
he or she is physically unable 
to work. 
We haven’t begun in earnest 
to finance the war. Every penny 
of unnecessary non-war expendi­

T he Anglo-Saxons were 
th e first and most persistent ex­ 
ponents of personal liberty, but 
it w as not until the D eclaration 
of Independence was adopted by 
th e C ontinental Congress that a 
concrete platform of hum an lib­ 
erties was achieved.

Now a new philosophy of gov­ 
ernm ent has sprung up in Eu­ 
rope, as proclaim ed by the dicta­ 
tors.

It is the nega­ 
tive of Christianity, he added. 
Mr. Kelley stated the U nited 
States is not a Democracy. It is 
a Republic. Democracy, a Greek 
word, means the people rule. A 
republic is a governm ent by rep­ 
resentation. We elect by popular 
vote the men and women to gov­ 
ern us. 
Liberty is never able to guard 
itself, Mr. K elley said. We m ust 
fight for it again and 
again, 
w henever som e dictator springs 
up and threatens our liberties. We 
must guard it in our own govern­ 
m ent, and elect to office only 
such men w ho will insist we 
shall not be deprived of our free­ 
doms, men w ho can rise above 
party politics. H e called attention 
to the coming congressional elec­ 
tions and adm onished his audi­ 
ence to consider carefully 
for 
whom they vote.
